It quotes a ‘‘ memorandum 
of observations ’’ by the allied .Gov- 
ernments on the President’s corre- 
spondence with the German awthori- 
ties, disclosing the approval of the 
President’s peace program, with reser- 
vation of freedom of action in the 
peace conference on the moot question 
‘of freedom of the seas and a specific 
statement that by restoration it is 
meant. that Germany must make com- 
pensation for all damage done to civil- 
fan populations and their property, 
** by land, by sea, and from the a’r.’’ 

This last, in which President Wilson 
concurs, means German payment for 
towns and cities destroyed and coun- 
trysides devastated, for ships sunk by 
submarines and raiders. -It means 
German payment of damages to the 
families and dependents of civilians 
killed or carried off in violation of the 
rulés of war.

‘They 
defeated: Ross inthe Eighth, Parker in 
the Ninth, and Lehibach in the Tenth 
Districts.

Democrats, 207 Republicans, and 7 in- 
dependents, leaving the Democrats a 
plurality of 7 over the Republicans, but 
no majority over Republicans and inde- 
pendents combined. 

Although later: returns probably will 
change the total slightly, figures re- 
ceived up to 3 o'clock this morning in- 
dicate that the next House, which has 
been elected to serve from March 4, 
1919, to March 4, 1921, will be composed 
of 227 Republicans, 207 Democrats, and 
1 Socialist, giving the Republicans a 
Clear majority of 19. 

There were many surprises in the elec- 
tions for Senators and Representatives. 
The most surprising was the defeat of 
Champ Clark of Missouri, the Demo- 
cratic Speaker of the House, by Dyer, a 
Republican.

Latest: returns from the Senate and 
Assembly elections show that both 
branches of the Legislature will -remain 
safely Republican, but by reduced ma- 
jorities.

President Gets Returns Over

AS READILY AS MEN 


Little Confusion Attended Their 
Appearance at the Polls 
in This City. 


EASY DAY FOR THE POLICE 


Whitman and Smith Familles Cast 
Ballots Early—Governor’s Wife 
Keeps Hers Secret. 


Yesterday's election was one of the 
quietest ever held in: this city. The 
police found little disorder in any dis- 
trict, and not more than half a dozen 
arrests were made. The fact that 
women voted for the first time at a gen- 
eral election made things comparatively 
interesting at the polling booths; but 
there was no confusion, and the women 
as a rule voted with as little difficulty 
as the men. The extra hour of voting 
and the fact that women election inspec- 
tors were on duty made the counting of 
ballots slower than at other elections, 
but the: general opinion was that the 
women were as efficient as the men. 

This year the polls closed at 6 o'clock, 
instead of 5, and under a néw provision 
of the law every person in the polling 
\place at the time of closing was per- 
mitted to vote. In many cases this re- 
sulted in a jam about the polling places 
just at the closing hour, and in a slight 
delay until every vote was recorded. 
Another new feature of the law which 
worked satisfactorily according to all 
accounts was that a fresh set of officers 


as the polls closed to relieve those who 
had worked during the day. A crippled 
; telephone and telegraph service, due to 
‘the influenza epidemic and war condi- 
tions, was also responsible for slight de-

Forces in. East Free to Join—Foch 
Supreme on All Points—To . 
Punish Cruelty. 


LONDON, Nov. 5.—In announcing in 
the House of Commons today that the 
Allies had decided that Germany must 
apply to Marshal Foch for the armis- 
tice terms, Premier Lloyd George said 
that, whatever Germany’s reply might 
be, the associated powers awaited the 
issue with perfect confidence. 

The Premier said that he was unable 
to give the House detailed information 
concerning the ‘‘ complete agreement ”’ 
which the Allies had reached on the 
terms to be submitted to Germany. The 
terms agreed upon had been transmitted 
to President Wilson with a request that 


|} he inform the German Government that 


if it wished to know the conditions it 
should apply to Marshal Foch in the 
usual military form. 

When application was made by Ger- 
many, it had been decided, the British 
naval representatives would be asso- 
ciated with Marshal Foch at the con- 
ference, 

Great Converging Attack Planned. 

The terms of the armistice with Aus- 
tria were announced to the House by 
the Premier. Commenting on these 
terms, he said that the most important 
point was that they gave to the Allies 
the free use of Austro-Hungarian terri- 
tory and communications for operations 
of war. 

When it was considered that the 
events of the last few weeks had liber- 
ated all the allied forces operating 
against Turkey, Bulgaria and Austria- 
Hungary, and that these forces were to 
be used in a great converging final at- 
tack upon Germany, the full significance 
of the terms, the Premier said, would 
be apparent. He referred to the recent 
British successes on the western front, 
and assured the Czechoslovaks and the 
Jugoslavs that their Allies intended to 
come to their aid as fast as they could. 

Mr. Lloyd George said that the Ver- 
sailles conference had dccided that 
Marshal Foch should be placed in 


supreme direction of the forces operat- | 


ing against Gremany on all fronts. He 
paid a tribute to the Italian army and 
to General Diaz, the Italian Com- 
mander in Chief, for the victory ‘‘ which 
saw the final removal of a danger that 
had threatened Italian security and 
liberty for many centuries."’ 
Punishment For Prison Cruelty. 


The names of all enemy army corps 
commanders or other persons who are 
known to have been guilty of or have 
encouraged cruelty to war prisoners will 
be included in the list of persons whose 
trial and punishment will be demanded 
by the Allies, Sir George Cave, the Brit- 
ish Home Secretary, announced. Persons 
who have acquiesced in actual cruelty by 
subordinates are likewise to be included. 
It was considered inadvisable at present 
to state the names of the persons in the 
list, Sir George said. 


The French Government, the Home 


Secretary added, had been requested to 
cause all possible steps to be taken to 
bring to account the commander of ‘the 
camp at Philippolis, Bulgaria, who was 


notorious for his ill treatment of bapa 
prisoners. 


APPLAUD TERMS TO AUSTRIA. 


Commons Also Cheer Announce- 
ment of Foch’s Widened Powers.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—It is significant of 
the temper of the British nation as rep- 
resented by Parliament that the two 
points in the announcements made by 
Premier Lloyd George in the House of 
Commons and Lord Curzon in the 
House of Lords today which aroused 
the greatest applause were the fourth 
military clause in the armistice: with 
Austria giving the Allies the free use of 
Austro-Hungarian communications for 
continued prosecution of the war against 
Germany and the statement that Mar- 
shal Foch had been unanimously placed 
at the head of all the forces operating 
against Germany on all fronts, 

Next to these, Lloyd George’s descrip- 
tion of how the Versailles conclusions 
regarding Germany’s.application for an 
armistice were transmitted to President 
Wilson with the request that he inform 
Germany that application as to terms 
should be made to Foch, aroused the 
most cheering. 

In the lobbies of Parliament and out- 
side the utmost satisfaction was felt at 
the terms of the armistice imposed upon 
Austria-Hungary and at the indications 
given of the character of the Versailles 
decisions. The general belief is that 
Foch’s terms in conjunction with those 
of the British Admiralty for Germany, if 
the latter asks for them, will run on al- 
most similar lines to those dictated to 
Austria, certain differences in the-nature 
of the situation which would follow Ger- 
many’s acceptance being taken into 
consideration. 


PREMIERS LEAVE PARIS. 


Nation of Czechoslovakia Now Rep- 
resented at Allied Conference. 


PARIS, Nov. 4.—The Interallied Con- 
ference having completed its labors at 
Versailles, Premier Lloyd George left 
last night for London and Premier Or- 
lando for Rome. The conference reached 
a complete agreement on the question of 
terms of an armistice for Germany. 

The Government of the new nation of 
Czechoslovakia is represented in the In- 
terallied Conference. The representative 
is Mr. Cenes. 


WINTERFELDT TRUCE ENVOY? 


Selected as German Representative, 
Says Berlin Paper. 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 5, (Associated 
Press.)—Germania of Berlin says that 
General von Winterfeldt, former Ger- 
man Military Attaché at Paris, will con- 
duct the armistice negotiations for Ger- 
many on the western front. 


General von Winterfeldt held the rank

Military Expert Says They Face 
Half Enemy’s Total Strength 
in Difficalt Sector.

That esti- 
mate is arrived at by taking into con- 
sideration the fact that the German 
troops, of which the number is very 
large, include the pick of the German 
Army, considerably more than half the 
Germans’ total artillery and consider 
ably more than half their machine gun 
strength. 

‘* Furthermore, the ‘country is most 
difficult on the whole front. The Amer- 
icans have got to fight for every inch 


Machine guns are thick as rifles are on 
the ordinary front and are handled by 
the most experienced machine gunners 
in the world. When these conditions 
are considered, it is obvious what an 
important part the American Army is 
playing in the final assault on mili- 
tarism. : 

‘* Pershing’s conduct of this offensive 
and the fine staff work of the Ameri- 
cans swell the courage and all-round 
competency of the American soldiers, 
who have splendidly vindicated the mill- 
tary judgment in assigning this great 
final task to the American armies. 

‘‘Marshal Foch realizing that pe 
was a most difficult and vital section 
of the front, the post of honor was given 
to the Americans. This sector hereto- 
fore was considered impracticable as a 
place where an offensive could be 
maintained. One of ‘the greatest battles 
of the war—a Buropean Battle of the 
Wilderness—is now being fought by 
Pershing. While entirely lacking, in 
spectacular characteristics, the opera- 
tion is proving successful, and it is a 
battle that will loom large when the 
history of the war is written.’’ «

CAMPAIGNS THERE COSTLY 


The Dual Monarchy will cease all ship- 








Threw Severe Strain on Britain's 
Financial Resources and Naval 
and Military Shipping.

LONDON, Nov. 5.~The capitulation of 
Turkey had been regarded as certain 
ever since the downfall of Bulgaria cut 
her off from direct communication with 
Germany, yet it is impossible not to be 
thrilled ‘even in these days of daily 
thrills by the prospect that the British 
fleet will anchor at the Golden Horn as 


goon as the Dardanelles has been swept 
clear of mines. 

Though the German diplomats havé 
been singularly clumsy throughout the 
war and have united the greater part 
of the civilized world against their 
country, they deserve credit for their 
akill and foresight in bringing first 
Turkey and then Bulgaria in on their 
wide 


It has generally been supposed that 
the escape of the Goeben and Breslau 
from the Straits of Messina and their 
@ppearance off Constantinople on Aug. 
20, 1914, turned the scale in Turkey in 
favor of Germany, but it is at least 
equally probable that Enver and the 
Young Turks, of whom many had been’ 
educated ‘in Berlin, would without the 
help of the German warships have found 
sufficient support for their policy in the 
general belief, skillfully fostered by Ger- 
man propaganda, that the Central Pow- 
ers were certain to win the war. 

Britain, with her great Eastern em- 
pire, was more nearly affected than any 
-@f the Allies by the hostility of Turkey 
and by Germany’s Eastern ambitions, 
for which that hostility opened the 
road. Her vital interests in the East 
had to be secured. She had at any cost 
to prevent the enemy from establishing 
his. agents on the frontiers of India, 
which he attempted to do at an early 
stage of the war, and to safeguard both 
Hgypt in general and the Suez Canal in 
particular. 

Our neglect of preparation for the 
‘war told upon us as heavily in the east 
as in the west. We had not regarded 
War with Germany as a world war, 
and owing to lack of system and prepa- 
ration we squandered our resources in 

‘defense of distant parts of our empire. 

We have had to undertake against 
Turkey three great campaigns, which 
have thrown a severe strain upon our 
néval and military shipping and finan- 
cial resources. There can, I think, be 
little doubt that if Turkey had been 
@ benevolent neutral we might have won 
the war in the Autumn of 1916, sé mifch 

“dees Germany owe to her Ottoman ally. 
:, As is usual in our history, we havé 
triumphed after many sad blunders and 
im the end we have defeated Turkey 
almost singlehanded, though our main 
forces have throughout the war been en- 
gaged with another foe. In fact, it is 
to India that our recent victory is due, 
and in remembering Allenby and 
Marshall we should not forget Sir 
Charles Munro, who first made possible 
the expansion of India’s military power. 

We know from statements of our pwn 
Ministers and from the declaration of 
Iszet Pasha that negotiations for an 
armistice with Turkey had been going 
on for nearly a fortnight, and therefore 
_ it is hardly probable that the results 
halve been affected either by Allenby’s 
occupation of Aleppo or by: Marshall's 
final and complete succéss upon the Ti- 
gtis. Yet it is most satisfactory that 
operations on both our Asiatic fronts 
should have concluded so brilliantly, for 
in the East practical demonstration of 
power on the spot has more effect even 
than the most favorable treaty con- 
cluded at a distance. 

We have still to reckon with the pos- 

sibility that Germany may refuse our 
terms of armistice and decide to fight it 
out, so that it is worth while consider- 
ing calmly what the effect of the elim- 
ination of Turkey from the struggle will 
be upon our chief enemy. It has, of 
course, shut her off, we may hope for 
all time, from the road to the east, 
which she had prepared with such caré 
and labor, but it will not have any im- 
mediate effect upon her military posi- 
tidn. 
In fact the first advantages which we 
shall gain will be political rather than 
military. As soon as our fleet is able to 
enter the Black Sea.and to capture or 
destroy the Russian men of war now in 
German hands we can get into direct 
touch with Rumania. But ~with Aus- 
tria’s collapse this ceases to have the 
military importance which it would have 
had if it had been a question of com- 
bining Rumania with our forces in the 
Balkans for the final overthrow of Aus- 
tria. 

By this same step we open an easier 
and more direct road to Russia, but it 
will be long before any action on our 
part in that country can affect the situ- 
ation in the main theatre of_war. Just 
as the main burden of the defeat of 
Turkey has fallen upon us, so with us 
must rest the foremost part of the task 
of seeing to the execution of the terms 
of the armistice. 

The distances to be covered are im- 
mense, while the world shortage of ship- 
ping makes it impossible for us to take 
full advantage of our control of the sea. 

The disbandment of the Turkish 
armies may very possibly be accom- 
panied by disturbances, and both the 
prevention of massacres in Armenia and 
the safeguarding of our important in- 
terests in the Caucasian oil fields may 
entail a considerable burden upon us. 

Even if all goes smoothly, it must be a 
considerable time before we can bring 
against Germany such of our forces as 
are no longer required in Syria and 
Mesopotamia.

BERLIN ADMITS RETREAT. 


But Insists That the Franco-British 
Attack Did Not “Break Through.” 


BERLIN, Nov. 5, (via London.)—‘*‘ On 
yesterday’s battlefront between the 
Scheldt and the Oise,’’ says the com- 
munication from headquarters this eve- 
ning, \‘‘ we have withdrawn from the 
enemy.

Formidable attacks, which the French 
and British used enormous forces, ar- 
tillery, and tanks, were made Monday 
against the German lines on a front of 
more than forty miles between the 
Scheldt and the Oise, the early official 
statement from German Headquarters 
says. In a hard struggle the Germans, 
it is asserted, prevented a break 
through. 

In 'the Dieulet Forest, west of the 
Meuse, the statement continues, ‘‘ we 
avoided strong attacks by withdrawing 
in accordance with orders to the east 
bank of the Meuse, north of Stenay.” 

The town of Le Quesnoy, it is added, 
was evacuated when it was threatened 
with encirclement. South of Catillon, 
allied troops advanced across the Sam- 
bre-Oise Canal about one mile. Else- 
where on the front soutn of the Mormal 
Forest allied attacks were repulsed. 

The text of the statement reads: 

Between the Scheldt and the Oise the 
Franco-British resumed their great 
attacks. By bringing into action enor- 
mous forces, artillery and tanks they 
endeavored to effect a break through 
on a front of more than sixty kilo- 
meters. In a hard struggle, which 
Jasted until nightfall, our trédops, 
which were greatly inferior to the 
enemy numbers, stemmed the enemy: 
attack and prevented a break through. 
South of the road leading to the north- 
east from Valenciennes we repulsed 
the enemy. 

Attacks launched against our new 
front between Sebourg and Wargnies-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Troops of the 
American First Army, which today forced 
a crossing to the east bank of the Meuse 
at Brieulles and Clery le Petit, are de- 
veloping a new line on the heights be- 
tween those: places, General Pershing 
reports in his communiqué for this morn- 
ing.

On the extreme right, break- 
ing down the last efforts of the enemy 
to hold the high ground, our troops 
drove him into the valley of the Meuse 
and, forcing their way through the for- 
est of Dieulet, occupied Laneuville, op- 
posite the important crossing of the 
Meuse at Stenay. The Beaumont-Ste- 
nay road is in our possession and our 
troops are on the heights overlodking 
Beaumont. 

**On the left our line has advanced, 
in spite of heavy machine gun and ar- 
tillery opposition, to Grandes Armoises. 
The enemy again today threw in fresh 


troops. in an effort to arrest the pene- 
—" of his lines by our victorious at- 
tack. 


“Our vigorous advance compelled the- 


enemy to abandon large stores of un- 
damaged munitions, food, and engineer 
material. 

‘*In the course of the day improving 
weather conditions permitted our planes 
to carry out very successfully their mis- 
sions of reconnoissance and infantry 
Maison.

CAPTURED “DONKEY’S HEAD.” 


Americans Took Nearly Invulnera- 
ble Height in Argonne. 
WITH THE ‘AMERICAN . ARMY 
5, 
(Associated Press.)—Hidden away in al- 
most the exact geometrical centre of 
the Argonne Forest, far behind the pres- 
ent American lines, is a  position— 
called by the French at the outset of 
the war ‘‘ Donkey’s Head ‘’—which, be- 
cause of the magnitude of the operations 
along the wide front, has thus far es- 

caped especial mention. 


According to unofficial dispatches late 


in 1914, -it took the Germans months to 
capture this veritable fortress from the 
French. It is one of the glorious, 
though heretofore unwritten chapters in 
American military history that the 
doughboys swept over and past this 
place in a few davs, and wrested from 
the enemy without great difficulty a 
osition that might well be considered 
nvulnerable: ‘ 

It was on Thanksgiving Day, in 1915, 


more.than a year before America en- 
tered the war, that tne writer, who was 
then assign the German armies, 
made his first trip to the Argonne. 
The Germans selected the ‘' Donkey’s 
Head” position to exhibit as the most 
brilliant example of their military 
prowess. Now, nearly three years later 
the same correspondent has trav 

the same terrain and ,has marveled 
again, but this time at the military ef- 
ficiency. which had enabled the Ameri- 
can attacking forces to tear the seem- 
ingly impregnable position from _ the 
hands of ‘the Germans. ' 

‘* Donkey’s Head ’’ itself is a formid- 
able height which once was wooded, but 
which in the early days of the war was 
so deluged with artillery fire that it was 
Senne of all but the — of trees. 
Along its crest the s‘rench had origin- 
ally constructed a trench which was 
dug into the solid rock, so that it 
would be more a tunnel than a trench 
— the ordinary conception of the term. 

his tunnel-trench ran along the top of 
the hill, then descended -sharply into 
the valley, where it doubled and ran 
back along the east side of the hill, 
parallel to the original cut. f 

The trench-tunnel itself was about a 
mile long, and its position so. com- 
manding that it virtually dominated 
that part of the Argonne Forest. 


GERMANS CLING TO MEUSE. 


Determined to Defend It as Their 
Main Reliance for Retreat. 
WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN

Frénch 
troops have reached this obstacle from 
Rilly-aux-Olies, at the bend of the 
Aisne, to the River Bar. Here they 
have encountered sustained artillery, 
machine gun and rifle fire. 

The Germans are still holding along 
the Aisne between Rethel and Ch&ateau- 
Porcien, while further west indications 
of @ retreat were noticed last evening. 
Tne- French in pursuit maintained con- 
tact with the enemy’s rearguards, and 
this morning reached .Herpy and the 
region east of Recouvrance and 
Banogne, as well as Height 98, south- 
east of Montigny-le-Court. 

East of the Oise River French troops, 
on the heels of the retreating enemy, 
have reached Audigny and La Herie- 
La Vieville.

Until the United States entered the 
war food was sent to Thiaucourt by way 
of the Netherlands y | the American re- 
lief committee, and later by a Spanish 
relief committee. This consisted prin- 
eipally of bacon, flour, sugar, rice, 
beans, peas and some cocoa. wo boxes 
of condensed milk were received in 
Thiaucourt each month, and now and 
then a shipment of salt meat. wice 
sevefal boxes of American shoes arrived 
for the inhabitants, and. at long intervals 
trere were small shipments of clothing. 

During the four years’ occupation by 
the Germans none of the civilians was 
allowed to leave the tewn. However, on 
one or two occasions individuals were 
permitted to visit a nearby village to 
attend the funerals of relatives, accom- 
panted by a soldier guard..

Under cover of 
intehse darkness last night we got a 
large number of pontoons along the 
west bank and, starting soon after 
midnight, our engineers threw three 
bridges across near. Brieulles, many of 
them. working in cold water up to 
their armpits. 

Hearing a noise, the Germans start- 
¢d machine-gun and artillery fire go- 
ing. We rushed patrols across, which 
met the German patrols afd beat 
them back. The German counterat- 
tack after the crossing Also was 
stopped. 

By this time énemy shells had 
wrecked oné of the bridges, so the en- 
gineers put across a fourth to give the 
requisite three. Bv the time it was 
daylight’ our men were marching 
across in force. I am not permitted to 
tell how many thousand we had got 
over at noon. 

To the north, near Clery-le-Petit, ‘m 
effected another crossing, and. still one 
more was made. Despite continuous 
shelling all day we used the crossings 
with little interruption of serious con- 


| terday, 








hundreds. of sheet steél boats, which 
made the bridges on which they had 
crossed. 

After we captured Lane Oville yes- 
the, Germans blew up the 
bridge over the river at Stenay. 

By special contrivances they. at- 
tempted to dam the river by filling 
arches of the bridge, but met with 
only partial success, our bridges hold- 
ing over the widening stream. This 
flooding also added té the difficulties 
of bridging the canal east of the river, 
which was finally accomplished at a 
nhumber of strategic points, enabling 
the Americans to cross:over’and pur- 
sue the Germans to the hills. 

Aviators’ report heavy movements 
behind the German lings east of the 
Meuse, indicating that reinforcements 
have been shifted to a new attack 
front, 

The German retreat is leaving: an 
immense amount of material in our 
hands, of which @ survey cannot yet 
bo made. .Thousands and thousands 
of shells have been captured, with 
nearly 200 guns and several thousand 
machine guns. 

The Germans ‘are leaving the coun- 
try desolated, civilians having been 
moved north weeks ago, We have not 
learned definitely whether there are 
civilians in Stenay, but believe there 
are not, The Hun has despoiled all 
villages, taking away or destroying 
everything of value, leaving a dreary 


waste behind him, and daily adding to 
the size of his job when on the day of 


reckoning he sets about repairing the 
damage he has doné in France. f

due argument by the vanquished is 
provided in the armistice terms. 
To Establish Military Defeat. 


In placing the matter of an armistice 
in Marshal Foch’s hands and at the 
same time informing the Germans 
through President Wilson, the associ- 
ated nations have strictly observed the 
diplomatic amenities, while maintain- 
ing the purpose to make the armistice 
@ purely military measure which 
should afford no possibility of a mis- 
understanding of the fact that it is of- 
fered to a defeated army. 

All along there has been a belief 
that the German high command has 
been desperately anxious to avoid ad- 
mission of the complete defeat of the 
German arms, hoping instead to make 
it appear when the inevitable collapse. 
came that the army was still in being, 


definitely, and that it ceased the 
struggle, not at the demand of its 
enemies on the front, but solely be- 
cause of orders to do so from the 
civil Government, now at least nom- 
inally in control. 

For this reason the Americans and 
allied. leaders determined that, to con- 
vince the German people themselves 
that their idolized and feared military 
machine had been crushed, the mili- 
tary leaders must be forced to capitu- 
late on the field of battle. 


Blocks German Sea Aims. 


The important reservation by the 
Allies as to freedom of the seas is 
said here to be due largely to a desire 
to avoid a later protest of deception, 
since it is known that the German 
idea of freedom of the seas is very 
different from that held either in 
Washington or the allied capitals. 
President Wilson’s own statement on 
this subject, which has been accepted 


by the Germans, was contained in the 
fourteen principles enunciated in his 
address to Congress of last Jan. 8 
The second clause said: 

‘* Absolute freedom of navigation 
upon the seas, outside territorial 
waters, alike in peace and in war, ex- 
cept as the seas may be closed, in 
whole or in part, by international 
action for the enforcement of interna- 
tional covenants.’’ 

Very soon after the address was de- 
livered anxiety developed in Europe, 
and particularly in England, as to just 
what was meant by Clause 2. Appre- 
hension was openly expressed in the 
English press that this involved an 
abandonment of the right of blockade 
and of the right to capture enemy 
property on the high seas, and per- 
haps even a curtailment of the right to 
maintain fortified naval bases, which 
might not only render the British 
Navy largely valueless as an offensive 
agency, but limit its usefulness in pro- 
tecting the empire. } 

Later it appeared that these were 
precisely the objects sought by Gr- 
many, whose war lords hoped to neu-

naval force while maintaining in full 
efficiency their own land armies. 

Alsace-Lorraine is not mentioned in 
the allied memorandum. The Entente 
Governments know, however, and it is

Washington Believes Germany Can- 
not Hold Out Beyond Spring. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The impres- 
sion in officialdom here today is that, 
while Germany may be reluctant to ac- 
cept the tetms dictated. by the Allies at 


tinue the war much longer.’ Germany i# 
regarded as tottering, and upon the 
verge of being 6ut of the/war. Famine 
is believed here to threaten her, and it 
is known that the morale of her army 
is badly shaken. As all of her allies 
have deserted her, it is inconceivable to 
officials that shé can much longer main- 
tain herself as a belligerent. 

All the private. advices received in 
Washington indicate that Germany can- 
not hold out for an many weeks. The 
official impression is that she may be 
able to prolong the fight during the 
Winter, provided there is no internal 
economic upheaval, but that beyond 
Spring she is bound to yield. 

So far has the conviction become set- 
tled in Washington that the war is on 
the verge of breaking up that already 
the question of the seat of the peace 
conference is being discussed. It is gen- 
erally believed that the conference. will 
be held at The Hague, although there is 
a strong disposition, according to word 
in Washin ton, to hold it at Versailles. 
The French Government is said to lean 
toward Versailles from the sentimental 
viewpoint, because it was in Versailles 
that Prussia dictated the humiliating 
peace. to France after the Franco-Prus- 
sian war. 

Great Britain favors The Hague. Ital 
wants the conference at Geneva. All 
the Governments associated with the 
United States in the war incline toward 
Washington as an alternative choice, 
although it is not believed that the con- 
ference will be brought_here. 


Wilson’s Diplomatic Methods. 


President Wilson has avoided the use 
of the term ‘‘ unconditional surrender ’’ 
in his notes to Germany, although he 
has exacted that as the basic condition 
for an armistice. The President, ac- 
cording to the view here, has used mild 
diplomatic phrasing in dealirg with 
Germany. In doing this, it is believed, 
he has been actuated by a desire not to 

ut in writing terms that would seem too 

umiliating. 

The Allies, it is known, have been in 
complete accord in all: of the peace ne- 
gotiations undertaken by President Wil- 
son. Instead of taking from one to two 
years to conclude the work of thrashing 
out the basic problems upon which a 

eace agreement will depend, there has 
won such an understanding that it will 
be a task of only a few months, once the 
negotiators enter upon their work. The 
impression in Washington is that the 
peace conference will have ng ge of 
the intricate problems before it within 
six ‘months at the most. - 

The representatives of the allied Gov- 
ernments will go to the conference, it is 
said here, with explicit understandin 
as to the various 
come up. There will be difficulty in 
adjusting some of the territorial prob- 
lems, along with the disposition of colo- 
ries, and also in the matter of indemni- 
ties, but the fundamental principles upon 
which peace must be negotiated are 
fairly well determined now by the Allies.

The British 
Attorney General has urged an interna- 
tional tribunal to: try individuals guilty 
of crimes against humanity during the 
war. :

The heavy blows of the last week ap- 
parently have done more harm to the 
declining German power than any that 
have fallen during the last month. Al- 
though not officially reported, it is cer- 
tain that a wide retreat has been forced 
from the Dutch border to the Serre. 


This is directly due to three influences— 
the British attack of Monday, the 
French attacks in the Oise-Serre angle, 
which have been unceasing, and the 
continual fighting of the Americans 
north of the Argonne Forest. 

There has been a general plan behind 
all this which was certain to succeed if 
it could be maintained long enough. The 
American forces, concentrated in the 
early stages of the fighting on a line 
directly opposite the main German life 
line, were given this post of honor to 
apply the last stroke which would drive 
Germany out of France, perhaps with 
the loss of hundreds of thousands of 
men and the major part of the artil- 
lery. 

The plan as it appears at this time 
seems to be this: On the Belgian flank 
there was a concentration similar to the 
American concentration north of Ver- 
dun; between these two flanks there 
was to be applied continuous pressure 
fn the form of unceasing attacks, so as

force. a retreat, except in so far as 
such retreat might cripple the German 
operation. But a retreat for the sake of 
recovering territory was not contem- 
plated. 


In the meantime the forces on either 
flank were to wait their opportunity and 
when it appeared that the offensives 
in the centre had reached the point 
where the Germans were forced to de- 
plete their strength on the flanks these 
two bodies of the Allies were to go into 
action. In a sense both were holding 
forces only until this time came. When 
it did come they were to attack. 

The time apparently came for both 
forces, and the fighting began with great 
success, particularly on the Belgian 
flank, where the Germans gave way 
rapidly. The American forces were hav- 
ing a much harder time. The country 
was more difficult, the attack more or 
less expected, so that it was robbed of 
the element of surprise. But the steady 
wearing down of the Germans told its 
own tale. The end was greatly acceler- 
ated by the Austrian defection, which 
resulted in the withdrawal of a number 
of Austrian divisions from that particu- 
lar section of the front, forcing the Ger- 
mans to extend their own front to cover 





the gap. Immediately the pressure ex- 
erted by our troops broke down the re- 
sistance, cracked badly if it did not 
break the German lines, and enabled us 
to get within easy artillery. range of the 
important highway which runs through 
the Stenay gap and passes from Metz to 
Lille by way of Sedan and Valenciennes. 


Almost at the moment when the height 
of our success was reached and before 
Germany had time to correct the situa- 
tion the British launched their terrific 
attack of Monday. This appears to 
have been the culmination of the break 
on the Argonne front and to have 
brought about a situation the only es- 
cape from which now is to retreat and to 
retreat quickly. 


Altaough Germany’s Iines are shorter 
now than they have been since 1914, 
they are not short enough. The life line 
of the Germans, where they are at pres- 
ent, has been effectively reached and 
the entire situation is fraught with the 
greatest danger. It is not too much to 
say that the present indication is that 
Germany is now fighting the decisive 
battle of the war, and it is entirely 
possible that from it a disaster will 
come which will measure up with the 
disaster which overtook the Austrian 
Army as the result of the latest ItaHan 
offensive.

Stone to 2,000,000 members of the 
‘** Unconditional Surrender Club’’ and 
has been telegraphed to all Unit Secre- 
taries by Myles F. Bradley, National 
Secretary : 

‘*Germany, though deserted by her 
a&llies and her chance of victory lost, 
still stands out in her refusal to sur- 
render unconditionally. While we are 
hoping for her early capitulation, we 
must not forget that the Confederacy 
fought valiantly two whole years after 
the South was beaten, disorganized, 
bankrupt, without co-ordinate leader- 
ship, and the people starving. 

“The patriots of America must not 
relax their efforts for an instant until 
the Hun has been brought to his knees,

ILL-TREATED AN AMERICAN. 


Bulgars Cruel to Physiclan Who 
Alded Their Wounded. 


SALONIKI, Nov. 4.—Dr. Angelo Ro- 
meo, an American citizen, who was kept 
by force in Gabrovo, Bulgaria, by the 
Bulgarian authorities.for more than a 
year, has arrived in Saloniki. He left 
Gabrovo with his family on Oct. 15. 

Dr. Romeo, who formerly was attached 
to the staff of the American Consulate 
General at Smyrna, offered his services 
to the Serbian Government at the out- 
break of the war. He was ‘at Uskub 
when the Bulgarians captured the city 
and during the fighting there cared for 
wounded Serbians and Bulgarians at the 
risk of his life. He was thanked by the 
Bulgarian authorities for his services, 
but a short time later, aespite his pro- 
tests that his wife was ill, the doctor, 
his wife and -their child were sent to 
Bulgaria. He protested that the United 
States was not at war with Bulgaria, 
but General Toseff, the Military Gover- 
nor of the district, said that America 
really was at war with Bulgaria be- 
cause she was fighting Germany. 

Mrs. Romeo, although avely ill, was 
forced by the Bulgarians to travel over 
the rough country to Sofia in an ambu- 
lance. Both the doctor and German of- 
ficers protested but to no avail. While 
passing through Sofia Dr. Romeo ad- 
vised the American Consul. General of 
his position and the Consul General took 
the matter up with the Bulgarian 
Foreign Minister, who gave formal as- 
surances that Romeo would not be de- 
ported.

five miles, in eighteen hours, starting 
at 4 P. M. on a Sunday and reaching 
Jerusalem at 5 o’clock the next morn- 
ing, where he had breakfast, and ar- 
rived at Jericho at 1 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon, He also walked from Dan to 
Beersheba. 

In speaking of his experiences, Dr. 
Finley said that he left Jerusalem three 
Weeks ago by rail to Port Said, Egypt, 


, ‘where jhe took a steamship which land- 


‘ed him at Taranto, Italy. This has 
been made by the British during the 
war into the.finest port in the Medi- 
terranean. Before 1914 it was scarcely 
used by the Italians, who appeared to 
prefer Brindisi. 


The health of the British troops in. : 


Palestine is generally good ,according 
to Dr. Finley. There had been an out- 
break of cholera at Tiberias, on the Sea 
of Galilee, and a section of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross has been detailed to 
assist in nursing. the sick. ‘ 

‘ We have one unit in Palestine,’’ Dr. 
Finley said, ‘‘and we need two more. 
The British have done fine work all 
through the Holy Land and Syria, and 
the people are happy anu earning a 
good living. There is work for all and 
no more oppression or grafting. I was 
with General Allenby on the fourth of 
July in Jerusalem, and it was a great 
day for the natives, who had flags wav- 
ing from the flat roofs of their houses 
and their windows garlanded with Jer- 
icho roses. The Turks did not ill-treat 
the Jews in Palestine except to take 
away all their animals and conscript 
the labor. We _ sent 5,000 Turkish 
wounded away to Egypt, where the Gov- 
ernment had hospitals to take care of 

em. 

‘All the hotels in and around Jeru- 
salem have been taken over by the Brit- 
ish, officials for hospitals, canteens, 
stores, &c. They are getting more food 
into Palestine by rail from Egypt, but it 
costs more than the people have been ac- 
customed to paying for it.

A Model “‘ Liberty Gun ” Shoots 
Up a German Secret 
Gang by Wireless.

All would be well with ‘‘ The Long 
Dash ’’ if the very able actors in the 
supporting cast could somehow be made 
to hit the bullseye as inerranwly as the 
inventor’s model of a big gun, which 
was the star of the occasion. 

It was really a wonderful mechanism—a 
‘‘ Liberty Gun ’’ as securely guaranteed 
to win the war as if it were bread or 
bonds. No artilleryman need risk his 
life in aiming or serving it. By a wire- 
less device, (which seemed extraor- 
dinarily simple,) it could be repeatedly 
loaded, accurately aimed, ‘and fired 
from any distance. One saw it all done 
in a demonstration. 

Naturally the German Government 
wished to acquire it. Former Ambas- 
sador von Bernstorff, (only slightly dis- 
guised as Henry E. Dixey,) offered $10,- 
000,000, and, when that plan seemed to 
be failing, he appeared on the spot at 
midnight with a secret service gang to 
abduct the model. But the ‘patriotic 
hero was also there; and, though se- 
curely ,nandcuffed, he managed to set 
the wireless code working—even to the 
‘“‘long dash ”’ which released the firing 
pin. The model gun turned loose and 
shot up the boches, one after another— 
omitting von Bernstorff only in order 
that our own secret\ service could rush 
in and make a ‘final star exit for Mr. 
Dixey. The gun, in short, acted per- 
fectly, even for a model gun—and was 
also a model of retiring modesty, as is 
not always the way with histrionic 
genius. 

Yet at the final curtain it went into 
what threatened to be a fit of really 
murderous stellar tantrums... The fact 
is that, at the most impressive moments 
of its. performance, there had _ been 
laughter among the assembled first 
nighters. When the boche was dead or 
accounted for, the Liberty Gun swung 
slowly but inerrantly upon the audience 
and paused only when it covered, point 
b , the principal offender. But at 
that moment, fortunately, the curtain 
rang down, ‘and the critic’s life was 
spared. 

The ultimate fate of the play is not 
necessarily indicated. by its reception 
yesterday afternoon. To begin with, 
the performance was far too slow. No 
melodrama can survive a summons to 
stop, look, and listen. The audience 
has to be swept off its feet right be- 
neath the onrushing cowcatcher. With 
a little more speed, it is quite possible 
that the play may thrill those multi- 
tudes that used to foregather from all 
parts of the metropolis td acclaim the 
melodrama of Third Avenue. All the 
ingredients are there,: thanks to the 
accomplished playsmithing of R. M. 
Mackay and Victor Mapes. 

Mr. Dixey’s performance, like that of 
the star, excited at times certain critical 
risibilities. It was when von Bernstorff 
was disguised as an Italian wireless 
operator, and the exciting cause seemed 
to be the voluminous cut of his trousers. 
It is possible, also, that the geste (as 
the French say) of his legs was a trifle 
too ample. ut at worst that was a 
corrigible detail in a very able perform- 
ance. The two impersonations were 
strikingly contrasted, genuinely psychol- 
ogized, and were sustained in a manner 
very rare on any stage. 

Robert Edeson was equally distin- 
guished in the dual réle of two brothers, 
a villainous sprofiteer and an amiable 
patriot. The mechanism by which he 
passed from one character into the other 
was skillful in the extreme, and the 
illusion complete. Far better than that; 
his performance throughout was sound, 
vigoroug, and sympa ic. Violet Kem- 
ble Cooper sustained the feminine inter- 
est very ably, and Burton Churchill did 
an admirable bit as the ;inventor of 
the marvelous gun. 

it would not be at all surprising if 
‘The Long Dash’’ found a very con- 
atherabie public among those who thrill 
to trick melodrama even though in mo- 


ments they feel. inclined to guy the 
show.

SIEGE OF GHENT MADE 
A BELGIAN HOLIDAY 


Queen Elizabeth and Hundreds of 
Civilians Watched | Allied 
Troops Closing In.. 


WITH THE ALLIED ARMIES IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Monday, 
Nov. 4, (Associated Press.)—Allied 
troops today began the siege of the City 
of Ghent, already surrounded virtually 
on three sides. The assault on the city 
was witnessed by Queen Elizabeth of 
Belgium and hundreds of her noncom- 
batant subjects. 

Belgian, French, and American soldiers 
this afternoon had pushed up to the 
eastern outskirts of the beleaguered city 
with comparatively light resistance from 
the enemy, who en has evacuat- 
ed the place. 

As the allied troops ae on the 
city, the setting was a most dramatic 
one. Civilians mingled with the soldiers 
at many’ points, and as the infantry 
moved forward pleasure boats moved 
hither and thither along. the winding 
canals on the western edge, carrying 
civilians who jhad collected to see the 
restoration of their beloved city. In 
the little white cottages along the banks 
of the canal were German machine gun- 
ners: whose weapons dominated the 
waterways and the roads. 


For some reason most of the guns 


were silent. Overhead Belgian air- 
planes swirled and darted like great 


birds, but there was no challenge from 
the German anti-aircraft guns. Into 
this scene of mimic warfare came the 
Queen of the Belgians, who motored to 
within two and one-half miles of the 
city. She looked across the battleline at 
the towering spires and red-roofed build- 
4ngs which stood out like a painting in 
the bright November sun. Hven the 
United States was represented among 
the spectators of this extraordinary 
scene, for four officials stationed in 
Holland, who had happened to be in 
_ s on business, came on to Ghent, 

kK had been wrongly reported that 
he city had been captured from the 
Germans. The American quartet was 
composed of G. H. Krough, Ralph Run- 
yon, Vice Consul at Rotterdam, and A. 
W. Bankert and Ensign Charles Moore, 
attached to the Legation at The Hague. 

During the day the advance guards of 
the allied forces pushed forward ‘still 
closer about Ghent. As they drove in, 
the civilians, who had flocked to the 
scene, joined the troops at many places. 
Automobiles approached within a mile 
of Ghent in perfect safety. 

War has little damaged the country- 
side about Ghent. Yesterday the Ger- 
man guns threw shells into hamlets 
near the front, but this section of Bel- 
gium shows few signs of devastation, 

Whether the Germans actually have 
withdrawn from Ghent or intend to hold 
on a Httle longer was not clearly ap- 
parent today. However, it seemed only 
a matter of time before Belgian troops 
would be marching through the city, 
whose streets have rung to the tramp 
of German soldiery for four years. 


FEARS CHAOS IN TURKEY. 


Morgenthau Thinks Allies Should 
Send an Army of Occupation. 


Turkey must be occupied for several 
years by troops of the allied nations in 
order to prevent its falling into -a state 
of chaos such as exists in Mexico, Am- 
bassador Henry Morgenthau said last 
night at a dinner given in his honor at 
the St. Regis Hotel by Armenians of 
New York. 

‘‘The greatest cruelty that we could 
work for the Armenians would be to 


J say,.\: Take your. new-{dtnd. liberty and 


do what you will.” Asa warm friend 
of the Armenians, let mé “rémind you 
that nations are not created’ in a day, 
but must be built up gradually. The 
best thing that could happen to Turkey 
would be to be under military occupa- 
tion of séme allied countries for some 
years. If this is not done we will see 
existing there such conditions as now 
prevail in Mexico.”’ 

Mr. Morgenthau suggested that Tur- 
key be placed uner a protectorate of the 
Allies or of America until the country 
reaches a_ self-governing status, at 
which time it would be safe to give. the 
Armenians their independence. e paid 
a tribute to the democracy of President 
Wilson and said that America must 
support him in order that his democ- 
racy should not be overcome at the 
peace table by reactionary powers.

GERMANY’'S HOPELESS SITUATION 

There was a demonstration at the 
Bismarck Monument in Berlin on Sun- 
day in favor of rejecting terms of 
peace *‘ humiliating to Germany ’’ and 
of going on with the war. The military 
party, of course, arranged the ‘demon- 
stration, just as it was the military 
party, supporting the Hohenzollern 
dynasty, that incited Austria to de- 
clare war on Serbia in July, 1914, an 
act that involved Europe, and aimoft 
the whole world ultimately, in the 
bloodiést and most ruinous conflict in 
recorded time. The military party in 
Germany, still strong enough, it 
would seem, to keep the Hohenzollerns 
at the head of the State with its bayo- 
nets, now purposes to add to its crimes 
by persuading the people of Germany 
to continue a struggle in which all has 
been lost, including honor. 

There could not be a baser betrayal, 
and to what end except to save for a 
fleeting period the pride of autocracy 
and’ to keep in countenance its part- 
ners in crime, the Ludendorffs and 
the Hindenburgs of the army? What 
could be more humiliating to Germany 
than to be led to the shambles again 
by these tricksters and devils incar- 
nate, who understand only too well 
that with the collapse of Austria their 
evil cause ‘is irretrievably lost, and 
that to fight on to obtain better terms 
of peace than the Entente and the 
United States would offer now is an 
undertaking that their own General 
Staff could not justify by any logic of 
strategy or any precedents in war- 
fare?. 

Germany would never have dared to 
enter the war without Austria~Hun- 
gary as her ally. Turkey and Bul- 
garia were lured in to strengthen the 


' eastefn front still more and, as a sec- 


ondary consideration, to open a road 
to the Persian Gulf. While the Rus- 
sians were in the field. both Germany 
and Austria had to maintain great 
armies.on the Russian border. With 
the collapse of Russia the opportunity 
came to crush the French and British 
armies on the western front, and the 
attempt was made in the Spring of 
this year. It failed because American 
reinforcements’ pouring into France 
gave Marshal Foc a free hand for a 
victorious counteroffensive, in which 
the American First and Second Armies 
took a conspicuous part. Austria 
could be of little assistance to her ally 
because the heroic Italian Army, 
growing in numbegs and efficiency, 
}proved to be more than a match for 
the ancient enemy. The British in 
Palestine and Mesopotamia redeemed 
thé. Gallipoli fiasco by Smiting the 
Turk hip and thigh and putting him 
out of the war. General pb’EspPrerry’s 
timely offensive in Macedonia elim- 
inated Bulgaria, and the French and 
Serbians are today at Belgrade. Sych 
were the fruits of the unified com- 
mand. Austria,.tottering to a fall, re- 
ceived her quietus at the hands- of 
Géneral Diaz and surrendered every- 
thing. Thus in a few short months 
Germany lost all her allies and stood 
alone. 

The terms imposed upon Austria by 


her railroads and waterways and oc- 
cupy strategic points with the object 
of conducting military operations 
against Germany. Thus, # the war 
goes on at the behest of her military 
oligarchy, Germany will have to de- 
fend herself on two or more fronts. 
Her armies are retreating in disorder 
verging on rout from France and Bel- 
gium before superior forces that grow 
steadily in numbers and in the Spring 
will have a strength of 6,000,000 men. 
Germany has lost in her recent cumu- 
lative disasters great numbers of men 
and one-fifth of her artillery, and the 
end is not yet. In one month the 
United States can add to its army in 
France as many men as Germany can 
call to the colors In a year. In the 
event that her forces could make good 
their retreat to the valley of the 
Rhine, the armistice terms having 
been rejected, Germany could be in- 
vaded through Belgium, Luxemburg, 
and Alsace-Lorraine, and through 
Silesia from Cracow, for the Allies 
would have troops and munitions 
enough to attack irresistibly on sev- 
éral fronts. Germany could count on 
no aid in levies from Russia, for the 
terms to which Turkey has submitted 
provide for the opening of the Sea of 
Marmora ard the Black Sea to the 
fleets of the Allies, who would under- 
take to restore order in Russia and 
redéem her people from German ex- 
ploitation. Four years has Germany 
been cut off from sea-borne supplies 
for her people, who now face starva- 
tion. No longer can she reckon on 
relief from Austria, Rumania, and the 
Ukraine.

This is not to depreciate the services 
rendered by other nations in o.-: 
throwing the Hapsburg system. The 
unceasing efforts of the leaders of 
the oppressed nationalities of the Dual 
Mona.:chy and the rising spirit of re- 
volt among their peoples have done 
much to weaken the structure and 
hasten its collapse. 
ever forget the great services of the 
Russien armies, which in the first 
two years of the war put millions of 
Austro-Hungarian troops out of 
action; a considerable accomplish- 
ment in itself, and. doubly valuable 
since hundreds of thousands of Czecho- 
slovaks and Jugoslavs who surren- 
dered to the Russians have since been 
enfolled fn the allied armies. 

But with all allowance made for 
Russia -" the subject peoples, as 
well as for the losses inflicted on 
Austro-Hungarian armies by Serbia 
and Rumania, the fact rernains that 
the Italian army and navy have been 
the principal factors in bringing about 
Austria’s downfall. 
Atalian victories of the last few days 
have been the most visible evidence 
of this fact; it is not’ too much to say 
that if the armistice had gone into 
effect a week later there would have 
becn no Austro-Hungarian army. 
And the army which won this over- 
whelming success Was 90 per cent. 
Italian—fifty-one Italian divisions, 
three British, two French, and one 
Czechoslovak, with a single American 
regiment. It was a great achieve- 
ment, a great Itallan achievement; 
yet even greater, perhaps, were the 
two other battles which the Italian 
army fought on the Piave. 

In these times of triumph on all 
fronts it is a little hard to remember 
that only a year ago we thought that 
Venice was surely lost, that even 
Milan might go. ‘The Italians were 
struggling hard to rally after Capo- 
retto; 800,000 French and British 
were on the way. But the Italians 
had made their stand and stopped the 
enemy before the French and British 
arrived—stopped them by sheer cour- 
age and desperation, by the rally- 
ing of a disorganized army, short of 


Piave against a powerfully armed and 
confident foe. 

No less important was the victory 
of last June. Four great German 
offensives in. France had met with 
varying degrees of success, but none 
had failed entirely; 
German victory in 1918 was as yet 
unbroken. The Italian army had not 
yet made good the material losses of 
Caporetto, and no one was certain 
that its morale was fully restored. 
If the Austrian attack on the Piave 
line in June had succeeded as well as 
the German attacks at St. Quentin or 
on the Aisne, we might once more be 
looking to next year for victory. But 
the Italians held the enemy and threw 
them back with enormous loss. It 
was the first of the series of allied 
victories - which has continued with- 
out interruption ever since.

Guarantees Needed if the Kiel Canal 
Is Given Over. 
To the! Editor of The New York Times: 

Your articles on the question of the 
return of Schleswig to the Danes are 
making the deplorable position of Den- 
mark better known in this cbuntry and 
striking at the root of the power of 
Germany in Burope. Germany could 
never have begun to realize her am- 
bition to become a great naval power 
if Austria had’ not fallen into her trap 
in 1864 and helped her to make the 
Kiel Canal possible. Bismarck wanted 
more power for the German Navy, and 
he found the best sallors in. the. world 
in Schleswig-Holstein. 

The return of Northern Schleswig to 
Denmark would meen the internation- 
alization of the canal, and, likewise, a 
tribune of. force enough to save the 
State of Denmark from the aggression 
of a neighbor of whose territory she is 
considered to be geographically a part. 

The majority of Danes would cheer- 


fully lay down their lives to-have their | ® 


brethren in Schleswig relieved of the 
blightfulness of the oppression they en- 
dure and to réstoré the territorial in- 
tegrity of their country; but such a 
restoration, ‘forced from a_ relentless 
neighbor, would argue constant vigilance, 
anxiety, the support of a standing army 
which would paralyze agriculture and

dant’s headquarters concerned all men 
from 14 to 60.years old, together with 
all cattle, for transportation. 

“A concentration camp will be es- 
tablished near each headquarters for 
civilians to be evacuated. A guard will 
be furnished from baggage trains, &c. 
Stockades will similarly be arranged for 
cattle, ¢ 

‘The cattle will be taken to the nearest 
Slaughter house. All cattle fit for food 
will be seized. Horses will be ‘formed 
in columns and will be used by head- 
quarters for the collection of provisions 
eof al] sorts. The headquarters guxillary 
services will direct the work of these 
columns. 

“Ig more horses are found, these 
may-be used to comptete the authorized 
strength of the horses of the unit con- 
cérned. No horse will be left in the 
country. 

“The purpose in view cannot be ac- 
complished except by proceeding with- 
eut the slightest consideration.”’

- SURVEY COAL SITUATION. 


Fuel Board Aims to Save Domestic 
Sizes by Using Steam Grades. 


The State Fuel Administration has be- 
gun a survey of the manufacturing 
Plants of the city to find out what con- 
cerns can substitute so-called steam 
grades of coal for the larger sizes or 
domestic sizes of coal. Delos W. Cooke, 
State Fuel Administrator, said yester- 


|day in announcing the survey, that its 


object was to conserve domestic sizes 
of anthracite so as to insure a supply 
to the householder. The administra- 
tion is now taking’ steps to see that 
every householder has at least a limited 
supply of coal in his bins. This is being 
done now so that when inclement 
weather makes it difficult to bring coal 
from tidewater ports to the city there 
will be a minimum of suffering among 
the users of anthracite, and the admin- 
istration can concentrate on supplying 
cecal to industries that are essential to 
theg eneral welfare. 

The survey is being made by the engi- 
neers of the community under the super- 
vision of C. A. Graves, Administration 
Engineer. There is in each county a 
committee to which the engineers will 
report. The engineers are giving their 
services for this work as their con- 
tribution to help w.n the war. Mr. 
Cooke said that the boiler plant which 
is wasteful of fuel should be the first to 
have its supply limited. 


SPEAK WELL OF KENYONS. 


Witnesses for Raincoat Makers 
Include Army and Navy Men. 


Rear Admiral Charles S. Williams, 
U. S. N., was a witness yesterday in 
the Federal Court in Brooklyn in the 
trial of the C. Kenyon Company and 
six employes on a charge of conspiracy 
to defraud the Government. He said 
he had known the Kenyon brothers for 
many years, socially and in business. 
They had excellent reputations, he de- 
clared. 

Lieut. Col. Arthur L. Besse of the 
Chemical and Gas Defense Service of 


the Army said he had had business 
dealings with the Kenyon Company be- 
fore he entered the army. He was a 
clothing dealer ‘in Springfield, Mass. 
They had always been entirely honor- 
able in their relations with him, he said. 
The Kenyon Company has received con- 
tracts for $1,500,000 worth of goods for 
the Gas Defense Service, he said. 

Dr. Charles M. Judd, the Kenyon 
family physician, was also a character 
witness, and Police Captain B. J. Hayes 
of the Seventy-ninth Precinct, in which 
all the Kenyon plants are situated, was 
a character witness for Bernhard Wolf, 
General Superintendent of the Kenyon 
plants, one of the defendants.

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“ALL THE WORLD LOSING FAT. 
~Bven America’s Stocks of Edible 


~ Olls Slowly Dwindling. 


One of the most serious phases of the 
_ war from the economic and biological 
. wiewpoints is the great and steady re- 
@uction in the world’s supply and’ pro- 
duction of edible fats. Before the war 
was two years old, the Central Powers 
were face to face with marked human 
physical depreciation and popular war- 
weariness due to hunger, because the 
mechanical exigencies of the military 
establishments had compelled them to 
draw upon the stocks and supply sources 
of food fats. Greases that ordinarily 
Were consumed entirely by the human 
Population were taken for war uses, and 
the supplies of body-building and heat- 
producing fodds have steadily declined 
since. In a lesser degree the same con- 
dition has prevailed in ali the countries 
at war. In the United States export de- 
mand increased the price and reduced 
the supplies of edible fats, although the 
production was increased before we en- 
tered: the war. Since that time military 
and. naval operations have greatly in- 


creased consumption, and the reduction 
in the amount of fats in commercial 
nels has been marked. 

On July 1 the Federal Bureau of Mar- 
kets made a n&tion-wide survey, the re- 
sults of which have just been ibulated. 
They show that the stocks, aside from 
those held by retail dealers, were:

ITALIANS CAPTURED — 
$06,000 AUSTRIANS 


ions of Lire, Includes 250,- 
000 Horses.

" WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The Italians 
have captured 500,000 .Austro-Hurigarian 
soldiers, accoruing to word given out 


value of *war material taken in ‘the. re- 
cent fighting runs up to a stupendous 
aggregate. This word came from. Rome 
in a cabled dispatch as follows: 

** According to the latest calculations; 
Austrian risoners. captured . number 
500,000.. The booty amounts to several 
billions of lire, including 250,000 horses. 
In the Army of the. Trentino alone over 
150 000 prisoners were taken." 

Other. dispatches say that the prison- 
ers in the ‘Trentino included two Gen- 
erals and 300 staff officers. Austrian 
soldiers ‘who. did .not have time to -es- 
cape from Trent presented themselves 
‘n large numbers to the Italian ‘com- 
mand and were disarmed. The city did 
not ‘suffer material. damage during the 
war. Only one bomb fell on it, damag- 
ing the building which was used as 
headquarters by General Krobatin. The 
Italian troops under General Pecori 
Giraldi were received with indescribable 
joy by’ the people. The soldiers were 
surroynded by enormous crowds, who 
embraced and kissed them. The Italian 
cavalry, after ‘occupying the city, gath- 
ered around the monument to Dante to’ 
pay homage. 

Within . forty-eight hours after the 
Austrians evacuated Vittorio Cone- 
gliano and Oderzo, in Italy, relief was 
distributed to the civilian population by 
the American Red Cross. A dispatch 
today from Rome to Red Cross head- 
quarters here said that prompt meas- 
ures taken by relief units prevented 
great suffering.

Regime in Petrograd. 


THE POPULATION. STARVING 


Red Guards More Murderous and, 
Autocratic Than Any Agency 
' of the Days of the Czars. | 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, Nov. 5.—A 
British Hner arrived today from Eng- 
land with 225 passengers, making the 
trip within six days, which was a record 
for. wartime. The ‘ship in making fast 
to the pier this morning bumped the 
pierhead and tore away some of the su- 
perstructure with her sharp stem. There 
was delay in getting the bagsage from 
the hold because the ‘longshoremen in- 
sisted on -a full hour for luncheon at 
noon. : 

In the first. cabin was a party of 
American officials from Russia, among 
thefh Norman Armour, Seegfetary of the 
United States Embassy; William C.

Speaking of conditions in Russia under 
the Bolshevist régime, Mr. Armour said 
the outside world had no conception of 
the. terrible things that are occurring 
daily in Russia. ‘‘ The conditions under 
the greatest tyrants in the time of the 
Czar," he said, ‘‘ were never half so bad 
as they are today under the. Bolsheviki. 
Wwe were ordered out of Petrograd on 
July 25 with the other foreign diplomats 
and consular officers, and were sent to 
Vologda. We were often ordered to 
leave that place, but stayed on because 
there were ten employes of the National 
City Bank and a lot of money and valu- 
ables that needed protection. The. Bol- 
sheviki attacked the: British Embassy 
and kijled the Naval Attaché becauge he 
would not obey crders, and frequent at- 
tacks were made.on our party of Amer- 
icans, but we stood them off. 

“Our hope was that help would come 
to us from Archangel. Toward the end 
of August the Bolsheviki covered our 
huilding with machine guns, and when 
night -came, swooped down on us, car- 
ried our effects into the streets and 
took us to the railroad station; where 
a special train was waiting to carry 
the party to the frontier. A wide de- 
pA was made to avoid entering Petro- 
gra 

Mr. Armour said he had a Norwegian 
Passport rg got back to Petrograd, 
disgui a dispatch bearer for the 
Norwestan ¢ iievernment. 

‘“‘I. found the principal building 
closed,’’ he said, ‘‘ and the entire city 
seemed deserted. The Bolshevist guards 
were out in force, and their attitude to- 
ward the public was more autocratic 
than anything ever perpetrated in the 
name of the Czar.
